25 wounded. The new volunteer regi- 
ment under Colonel Bell participated 
in the fighting and had three officers 
wounded. General Otis also cables: 
"Captured letters from high insurgent 
authority exhorting the inhabitants to 
hold out a little longer that European 
recognition viould be granted by Aug. j ing. 
31 and the present United States ad- 
ministration/be overthrown." 


Cleared the roimtry 


The cable from General Otis reports 


as follow a on yesterday's engagement: 
"ilaeArthur's movement yesterday was 
Tory successful. It served to cle?r the 
country to the rear, left and right of 
the insurgents. General MacArthur has 
advanced north to Calumet, six miles 
from San Fernando, whence he is now 
reconnoilering, with his casualties five 
killed 
twenty-nine 
wounded. 
The 


officers wounded are Major Braden and 
Capt. Abernethy of the Thirty-sixth 
volunteers, leg and arm, moderate. 
Lieutenant Williams, 51 Iowa, thigh, 
moderate. 
These troops operated to 


the left and rear toward Santa Rita. 
General MacArthur's " advance under 
General Wheaton and General Liscum 
consists of the Ninth, .Twelfth 'and 
Seventeenth and part of the Twenty- 
second regiments, and a portion of the 
Fifty-first Iowa. Movement Is very 
diffcult on account of the mud and sur- 
face water. 


Tlie Rebel Loss 


General MacArthur reports the- in- 


surgent's* loss to be 100 killed and some 
300 wounded. They were rapidly driven 
northward, and last evening apparently 
had abandoned the Boroa line. Here 
theyNblew up a powder works. 


Capturing a Fakir 


Manila, Aug. 10.—Captain Deems, with 


a provost guard, has captured a noted 
Filipino fakir, with several aliases, who, 
by means of ventriloquism, has per- 
suaded the natives that.he has super- 
natural powers. He raised much money. 
ostensibly for the insurrection, which he 
kept for himself. Our soldiers sur- 
rounded his fcsn-se and corralled 30 Fill- 
pinos. Many ol.iers escaped. The troops 
also captured $1000. 


Jmmanuel, as the fakir Is generally 


Itnown, has been predicting the fall of 
Manila. His "prophecies" have created 
excitement among the natives who be- 
lieved them. 


Reports from rehel sources say 150 Fili- 


pinos were killed in General Hall's en- 
gagement at Calamba and in the subse- 
quent skirmishes. 


Details of the, movement forward of 


General MacArthur's troops show that 
the Americans advanced five miles in the 
first five hours, and at 2 o'clock had ad- 
vanced six miles along the railway, 
stretching on each side of it for two miles 
and resting at night three miles from 
Angeles, which will be made a northern 
base of operations, instead of San Fer- 
nando, where a garrisosi of 600 men has 
been left. 


The Filipinos were surprised, expect- 


ing the American forces to move against 
Tico. 
They followed their usual tac- 


tics of holding their trenches until they 
became too, warm, and then retreated in 
disorder. 
They are now falling back- 


westward toward Poric. 


The Twelfth and Seventeenth regi- 


ments had the sharpest engagement. 
The country our troops passed over -is 
covered with rice fields and bamboo 
thickets, the hardest possible ground for 
marching. 
The mud in places is knee 


deep. 


Angeles is one of the richest towns 


north of Manila, and is considered to be 
a better base of operations than San 
Fernando. 
The forces at San Fernando 


consisted of the Iowa regiment, the 
Seventeenth regiment, the Ninth regi- 
ment, the Twelfth regiment, Bell's new 
Thirty-sixth regiment, a battalion of 
the Sixteenth regiment, troo^ E of the 
Fourth cavalry and 15 guns. 


The movement was planned some 


time ago, but was delayed by rains. 
Finally two days of sunshine dried the 
rice fields sufficiently to warrant the 
attempt. 


The position of the Americans had long 


been unpleasant. 
The rebels almost 


surrounded the town, and fired almost 
nightly into it, the Americans not re- 
plying except on extreme provocation. 
It was necessary to/ keep 500 or 600 men 
on outpost duty constantly. 


The American loss in tho Qghting about 


San Fernando is between &5 and 40. The 
loss may possibly exceed these figures, 
as the line is five miles long, and it is im- 
possible to hoar from every point Our 
troops are now about Angeles waiting 
for the artillery, which has the greatest 
difficulty in moving owing to the wet 
arrniind 


The rcneis were well protected by 


trenches, and seemed not to lack ammu- 
nition. They were unable, however, to 
withstand for a length of time the hai'l of 
shots our artillery and infantry poured 
In on them and retreated, leaving dead 
and wounded on the field. A dozen pris- 
oners were captured by our troops. 


The reports indicate that the Ninth in- 


fantry suffered the most, though the 
casualties of all the regiments are'not 
yet reported. The weather was extreme- 
ly hot and our troops suffered greatly, 
but there, was no faltering. A company 
of the 81xto<:nth regiment went to th'o 
relief of Bell's regiment yesterday after- 
noon.

Nuval Militia Violates a

Washington, Aug. 10—Complications 


have arisen between the "United States 
and Great Britain, owing to- the fact 
that the Illinois naval militia mounted 
two guns on 'the schooner Idler, there- 
by violating the treaty of ISIS, which 
allows only two armed vessels on the 
upper lakes. Acting British Consul A.

Ten junk's full 
of soldiers trying to head them off were 
captured, their arms taken and the 
junks burned.

thought that they are not injurious. 
Signed, X. H. Goodnough chief engi- 
neer." This should do away with all 
fear of the water being impure, and 
Mr. Sanford wished it stated that the 
talk that the Glen reservoir had been 
turned in was false and that he had no 
intentions of turning it in.

an injunction often quoted. In a. sens* 
we ought to obey it. We may not per- 
mit ourselves to judge one another un- 
fairly or even unkindly, but there i» a 
sense in which we cannot help judg- 
ing each other. We inevitably form 
opinions of the character and conduct 
of other people. To do this is to judge 
them. It is equally inevitable that 
sometimes we express the opinions 
which we have formed. Again and 
again it is not only proper but de- 
sirable and useful to give expression 
to such sentiments.. Sometimes a friend 
asks for a confidential opinion of this 
or that person, in order to determine 
whether or not to enter into close re- 
lations, perhaps in business, with 'him. 
Sometimes we see an acquaintance 
gradually falling under the influence 
ot another person, and have reason to 
believe this influence likely to become 
powerful and perhaps controlling for 
good or ill, and are sure that by word 
of commendation or caution, the ex- 
pression on our part of a judment, we 
may render a real service. Certainly 
we cannot deny the propriety and at 
times the Christian duty to express 
such judgments. 
' 


But we must distinguish carefully in 


regard to them. It is a wrong done to 
ourselves as well as to others con- 
cerned when 
we-' utter 
judgments' 


imperfectly based, hastily formed, or 
unfairly, or even unwisely expressed. 
Too great caution hardly is possible in 
this matter. We need to remember that 
the words which we utter hardly ever 
convey to him who hears them pre- 
cisely the same meaning which we in- 
tend to put in them. We need to be 
very careful to say only that which we 
mean and to mean only that which we 
can stand by, and to utter what we say 
and mean with a clearness which shall 
render our intent unmistakablejDouble 
caution is necessary when we feel 
called upon to express an adverse 
opinion— Congregationalfst. 


The Change In China 


The latest "cycle of Cathay" has been 


one of remarkable developments; and 
the advances in China during the past 
few years have indeed been marvellous. 
The Chinese cycle covers a period of 
60 yeai-s; and while 60 years is a small 
period in the history of that ancient 
nation, yet it is less than that time 
since the 
knocks of foreign com- 


merce and modern civilization at the 
doors of China awakened her from a 
slumber of centuries. Today the doors 
stand wide open; and commerce, in- 
dustry, and enterprise are. bidden to 
enter. 


Few, save those who have had oc- 


casion to follow closely the recent de- 
velopments in CHna, probably realize 
the rapidity with which events in that 
country hava marched of late. Sixty 
years ago, ever;' avenue of entrance 
Irto China was c'c fed. "Foreign devils" 
as- all foreigne -s were called, were 
rigorously excluded from her ports and 
inland waterways; no representatives 
of the commerce of the outside world 
found standing or business relations 
among her people; consular representa- 
tives of foreign nations were unrec- 
onized; and diplomats who desired to 
penetrate to the' capital and bring 
themselves into communication with 
the Emperor could only do so through 
a long and tedious process, ending with 
the ceremony of the "kotow," which 
means to kneel three times before 
the throne and knock one's head 
nine times upon the ground, in token of 
subserviency. 


Now foreigners and foreign mer- 


chants are permitted to reside and trade 
at more than a score of cities on the 
coast and far in the interior; ports and 
coastwise traffic are open to foreign 
vessels; commerce upon the rivers in 
the interior has recently been opened to 
citizens and vessels of all nations; hun- 
dreds of miles of railways are in opera- 
tion, and thousands of miles are pro- 
jected; telegraph lir^es connect 
the 


capital of the empire Vith the chief 
cities of the provinces and with the en- 
tire outside world; mining and manu- 
facturing concessions are extended to 
citizens of all nations; and foreign cap- 
ital, enterprise, and business methods 
are invited to a place in the economy of 
the Celestial Empire. Where a few 
years ago the slow-moving junk, pro- 
pelled by sails 'or man-power, was the 
onl-y means of water transportation, 
steam vessels may now ply to carry 
passengers, tow barges, and distribute 
foreign as well as domestic products; 
where coolies, wheelbarrows, and sedan 
chairs were lately the sole means of 
conveyance for freight and passengers 
on land, the locomotive and the railway 
car are now making their appearance; 
where-domestic production only pro- 
gressed by- the most primitive methods 
of hand-labor, the whir of the spindle 
is now heard and modern methods of 
manufacture are in actual operation; 
while electric tramways, electric lights, 
telegraphs, and telephones are rapidly 
transforming the methods which have 
characterized the internal life of .China 
since long before the existence of the 
nations from which she is now learning 
these lessons of modern progress. — 
"Becent Developments in China," by 
Oscar P. Austin in the August Forurn.

From her 
window she can see the Green moun- 
tains of Vermqnt and many of the 
high peaks of the Adirondacks.

the days when the air is free from the 
pearl mist old White Face, 30 miles 
away, can be seen with the naked eye. 
Nearer at hand are the pine forests, 
with their cool, odorous green con- 
trasting with the bright liveliness of 
the hotel lawn. 


That which the president desired 


above all other things was rest and 
absolute quiet. Hence the handsome 
suit of rooms in the annex, away from 
the hubbub of. the main body, was 
placed at his disposal. Here he can 
pass the time in absolute silence and 
seclusion if he wishes. A retinue of 
servants brought from Washington, 
re-enforced by employees cf the hotel, 
serve the party, and there Is always a 
guard on the door to keep the curious 
away. 


Much of the president's time Is spent 


In his room reading newspapers and 
periodicals and chatting with Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley. There are no noises about his 
window. It is as calm there in the day- 
time as in the night Every morning 
Mr. McKinley takes a long walk 
through the pine forests below the 
hotel. Often he goes out alone. Some- 
times he is accompanied by his niece, 
Miss Sarah Duncan of Cleveland; Post- 
master General Smith or other friends 
if they happen to be around. He is 
a very able walker and usually tires 
out those who accompany him. He 
strides along with a swing and carries 
himself very erect. He takes long, 
measured steps, and is very quick and 
active on his feet. He usually covers 
two or three miles at his rapid pace 
before returning to his apartments. 


The afternoons are devoted to drives 


and strolls. Sometimes Mrs. McKinley 
accompanies him, but her health has 
not been very good of late, and she has 
kept closely indoors. When the presi- 
dent goes driving, he usually handles 
the reins himself, and it gives him a 
great deal of pleasure. He prefers the 
most spirited horses that can be fur- 
nished him. Thus far he has driven 
little because Mrs. McKinley has not 
felt well enaugh to go abroad. 


After dining in his apartments the 


president usually strolls out on the 
piazza, lights a cigar and whiles away 
an hour or two. Sometimes Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley accompanies him, and the two 
sit in a secluded corner, out of the 
way of passing guests. Then Mr. Mc- 
Kinley returns to his rooms and skims 
over the newspapers. He never lets 
the day pass without reading the 
newspapers. He is usually in bed by 
midnight and rises before 8 o'clock. 


All sorts of inducements have been 


made to persuade the president to play 
golf. 
Thus far he has resisted all 


blandishments, but the devotees of the 
clubs and the little ball still have 
hopes. Possibly the president realizes 
that the day he plays his first game 
of golf will be one of the events of his 
life and will therefore receive proper 
recognition. Manager Seavey of the 
hotel has offered to present the presi- 
dent with a Scotch golf stick more 
than 100 years old if he will consent 
to use it on the links. Although there 
Is plenty of good fishing hereabout, it 
has not enticed Mr. McKinley. He is 
not much of a fisherman at best He 
Is content to eat them and leave the 
catching to others. 


To begin with, President McKinley 


always shaves himself in the morning, 
although hp has his valet prepare his 
razors for him. For his morning walk 
he wears a light straw hat or a milk 
white alpine, a short box coat, a white 
waistcoat, striped trousers, cloth top- 
ped patent leather shoes, white shirt, 
standingcollarand the regulation black 
bow cravat which is always associated 
with statesmen in this country. 


Sometimes he changes his costume 


for the afternoon, but usually he 
doesn't take that trouble. He always 
dresses for dinner, donning an evening 
Jacket and evening shoes. He wears 
pearl studs acd a black satin tie, which 
shows that he- isn't particular about 
correct form. Mrs. McKinley is always 
very handsomely gowned. She has 
many pretty frocks, but white is her 
favoriw color. Sfie has all her uo'uio 
and afternoon and evening dresses 
•.nade with a long train. Her tailor 
•aade gowns nt remarkably well. 


Thus far President McKinley has 


been pretty much alone save for tba 
members of his party. Postmaster 
General Smith arrived at Lake Cham- 
lilain the other day.

1 JOHN PAUL JONES' GRAVE. 


Said to Be In Cemetery of Foreign 


Protextants In Paris. 


A contribution to the discussion as to 


where John Paul Jones was buried has 
been made in a letter sent from Ran- 
dolph, Ky., by James G. Johnson to 
Secretary Hay -at Washington. It com- 
ments on • a statement made by tbe 
secretary of state to the effect that 
the American embassy at Paris is cer- 
tain that the first American naval hero 
was not buried in the cemetery where 
the remains of Lafayette lie, says the 
New York Times. It was said also 
that the embassy is csalfing efforts to 
find the burial place. 


Mr. Johnson asserts that John Paul 


Jones was buried in the cemetery of 
foreign Protestants at Parfs. The fu- 
neral register was destroyed in 1871 
by the Commune, but a copy of it was 
made by Charles Head, a French an- 
tiquary. Mr. Johnson quotes in full 
the entry, which sets forth that John 
Paul Jones was buried in that ceme- 
tery on July 20, year 4 of liberty, at 8 
o'clock in the evening, conformably to 
the decree of the national assembly, 
passed on the day before. The burial 
took place in the presence of a deputa- 
tion from the assembly, consisting of 
M. Brnn, president of the deputation, 
and MM. Brstvet, Cambon, Eouyer, 
Breval, Deyder, Gay-Vernon, an Epis- 
copal vicar; Petit, Le Josne and Ro- 
beaume. A deputation from the con- 
sistory of the Protestants of Paris was 
also present, consisting of a pastor 
and several elders. 
Several officials. 


Including "M. Samuel Blackburn, Colo- 
nel F. Dragoons, in the service of the 
United States," and "S. James, Colo- 
nel Mojitfiorence, ex-major in the serv- 
ice of North Carolina, and citizens of 
the United States," sign the register as 
witnesses. 


According to the entry, John Paul 


Jones was a native of England and a 
citizen of the United States, commo- 
dore in the service of the said states, 
was 45 years old, and died in the Rue 
de Tournon, 42, of dropsy of the chest, 
on July 18. It is also set forth that he 
died "in the sentiments of the Protes- 
tant religion." Mr. Johnson quotes 
Charles Dickens as saying in his maga- 
zine, All the Year Round, for Decem- 
ber, 1869, that in 1851 John Paul Jones' 
remains were removed from Paris and 
sent to America in the United States 
frigate St. Lawrence, to be buried in 
Washington. Mr. Johnson is convinc- 
ed, however, that this statement was 
erroneous.

It was decided some time ago to 
appoint a local man, as this was 
thought to be better than securing 
someone from outside, especially as- the 
firm doing the work is from out of the 
city. Mr. Gardner is a civil engineer in 
the office of Frank B. Locke-, and is 
well qualified to fill the position. 


His appointment comes under the 


temporary class, as Mr. Gardner has 
not taken the civil service examina- 
tions which are required for this po- 
sition.

There was no one eligible in the 
city for the position, and It was not 
thought necessary to call for an exami- 
nation for a position which needs to be 
filled only a few weeks. 


GARS ARE SCARCER THAN BRICK 


Paving Brick Coming to City in Cattle 


Cars. Anything on Wheels Used 


Two more cars of brick for the pav- 


ing arrived in the city this morning, 
making in all nine cars with 45,000 
brick that have arrived. 
Word has 


been received from the brick manu- 
facturers that all the brick for the city 
\vilj be shipped by August 25. About 10 
days hao to be allowed for it to reach 
here. There is now on the way enough 
brick for paving State street, this part 
of the work requiring about 130,000. 
The work of laying the cement on 
State street will begin the first part of 
next week. 


The manufacturers were supposed to 


have all the brick to be used hero on 
the road by today, but they have writ- 
ten that they were prepared to do this, 
but that they could not get freight 
cars. This is a complaint that is made 
all over the country, a great deal of 
merchandise being delayed by the lack 
of oars. Every road in the country is 
handicapped in this way. 


Inability of the brick makers to- get 


cars enough is shown by the kind of 
cars that they have used to send brick 
here. Brick are usually sent on flat 
cars, but several of the cars received 
here have been box cars and one of the 
cars that came this morning was a 
cattle car. The manufacturers appar- 
ently are taking anything that they can 
find for the shipment of the brick. 


STUDYING 
STREET SPRINKLING 


Commissioner Temple at Work on the 


Problem. More Sweepers Needed 


Commissioner Temple is seriously 


considering- the question of over-water- 
ing of the paved streets, and has had 
a conference with Mr. Yon, who- does 
the work, and he has promised to go 
around with the drivers for a few days 
to see if the flood of water cannot be 
moderated. 
He says, however, that 


while the public and city complain at 
over-flooding, the merchants who 'pay 
him. for the work continually complain 
that it is -not done enough. 


Commissioner Temple is studying the 


matter in other cities, and has learned 
that the cleaning of streets' from dust 
without the use of so- much water re- 
quires an average of about one man, for 
every 5000 or 6000 square yards. As this 
city will have when the seasonjs work 
is done about 26,000 square yards, it will 
be seen that in any case the city will 
have to have a_t least another - street 
cleaner, and should have two- more to 
do the work satisfactorily, before ex- 
periments of going without water on 
the streets except at night could be 
tried.

Newport, R. I., .Aujp. 10.—The New 


York Yacht club succeeded in keeping 
its hold on good weather for the second 
day's run—a cruise to Newport. The 
run was a distance . of 4S milc£, and, 
while full of interesting brushes,'was not 
quite as satisfactory as the first one, for 
while the yachts ran the lust half of the 
43 miles in 9 constantly increasing south- 
west breeze, the Hrst half of the day was 
fluky and many boats received more than 
due credit for a seemingly glorious vic- 
tory. 


It is no disparagement of Columbia to 


say that her defeat of Defender by over 
22 minutes was idue more to bad judg- 
ment and hard'luck of'the latter boat 
than tri actuva superiority. Still the new 
boat showed herself very'able in a broad 
reach with a constantly increasing 
breeze, and made an average of IK knots 
in the run along- shore from Watch Hill 
.to Point Judith. So rapidly did she drop 
Defender that when she gybed round 
the whistling buoy off Point Judith her 
rival was hull down to the westward over 
five miles astern. On the run up from 
Point Judith, dead before the wind, the 
Columbia gained a minute or two more, 
so that at th« finish the old Defender had 
received the worst beating in her his- 
tory. 


There was never a moment during the 


day that there was not wind enough to 
fill the saiis, while the last 15 miles was 
sailed in a grand brseze from the south- 
west. All Newport saw the finish at 
Brenton's Reef lightahip, the cup de- 
fender of 1893, Vigilant, leading the fleet 
over the line after a warm contest with 
the schooner Colonia of 15 miles Or more. 


The brush between these two boats, 


and the great luffing match between 
Amorita and her great rival, Quisetta, 
as well as that between Hildegarde and 
Constellation, claimed attention after 
Columbia had jumped so far in ahead of 
Defender. 


For miles and miles the sloop Vigilant 


sailed abreast of the schooner Colonia, 
neither getting the advantage until at'-, 
ter rounding Point Judith whistling 
buoy. Prom here in, before the •« md, 
Vigilant pulled 'away and gained some- 
thing more by changing her spinnaker 
from starboard to port. At the finish 
there was 55 seconds between the boats, 
but as the Vigilant started six minutes 
ahead, the Colonia beat her easily on the 
run, although the boats sailed in differ- 
ent classes. 


Amorita'and Quisetta had another of 


their famous luffing matches, and sailed 
miles off the course towards Block isl- 
and ibefore the swinging off for home. 
Amorita, on the last 10 miles, pulled 
away and won easily, while Quisetta 
was beaten by the new Latona. 


Hildgarde 
and 
Constellation, 
the 


two largest yachts in the fleet, had an- 
other great tussle, Hildgarde finally win- 
ning. 


The yachts started at 10:30 in a fairly 


strong westerly breeze, all breaking out 
spinnakers on crossing the line. The 
first three or four miles was quickly 
sailed, but half an hour after the start 
the wind began to slacken and soon some 
were almost becalmed. Half a dozen 
stood over into the Long Island sound, 
among them Amorita, and nearly all 
gained by this move, as they held the 
westerly breeze strongly until the shift 
came to the southwest about 1 o'clock. 


All during this soft spell of two hours, 


Columbia seemed to be specially fav- 
ored, for she carried a breeze right 
through, and she gained rapidly on De- 
fender. The latter, too, made a mis- 
take in getting too near the Fisher isl- 
and shore, so that when the wind did 
come round the Columbia caught it half 
an hour ahead. It was at this time, as 
the boats passed the entrance to Fisher 
island sound, that Columbia made the 
great gam that gave her such a lead. 
Fnom Watch Hill to Point Judith she 
fairly flew over the water. 


All the boats \\ent well on this reach 


along shore, and looking back every 
yacht seemed fairly buried in canvass. 
The home stretch of seven miles from 
Point Judith to Brenton's Reef lightship 
was made dead before the wind in a 
freshening breeze. The entire fleet was 
over the finish line within an hour after 
the Vigilant, and at 6 o'clock the flag- 
ship had dropped anchor in Brenton's 
cove.

Boer's Internal Independence 
"Gift" Prom Great Britain. 


Chamberlain Again Declares That England Will 


Not Recede From Her Position. 


London, Aug. 10.—Parliament was pro- 


rogued yesterday by royal commis- 
sion. The house of lords met and sum- 
moned the commons to the bar, and the 
proceedings terminated with the read- 
ing of the queen's speech. That part re- 
lating to Transvaal affairs was as fol- 
lows: 


"We have received a petition from a 


considerable number of my subjects re- 
siding in the South African republic 
praying my assistance to obtain a re- 
moval of grievances and disabilities of 
which they complain. The position of 
my subjects in the South African re- 
public is inconsistent with the promise 
of equal treatment whereon my grant 
of internal independence to that republic 
was founded, and the unrest caused 
thereby is a constant sourat of clanger 
to the peace and prosperity of my do- 
minions in South Afu'ica. 
Negotiations 


on this subject with the government of 
the South African republic have been 
entered into and are still proceeding." 


Replying to various questions in the 


house of commons yesterday Joseph 
Chamberlain said no official confirma- 
tion had been received of the report that 
the Transvaal had declined to agree to a 
joint inquiry into the effect which the 
franchise reforms will have on the out- 
landers. 


Several regiments, he added, were 


about to be dispatched to South Africa 
for the defense of Natal, in response to 
the request of the Natal government, 
and preparation was being made for all 
contingencies. 


Later, replying to T. P. O'Connor, Mr. 


Chamberlain deprecated a resumption 
of the debate on the Transvaal situation, 
which, he pointed out, while serious, still 
remains* doubtful. The colonial secre- 
tary added that he sincerely hoped that 
the report saying the inquiry proposal 
had been rejected was untrue. While 
he regretted the necessity of answering 
Mr. O'Connor, it would be a fatal mis- 
take tovallow the latter's views, that a 
war was entirely needless, that the 
government ought to express -willing- 
ness to wait, maybe 25 years, for redres- 
sal of the grievances of which they com- 
plained, to be considered. He added: 


"The representative opinion of even 


the small minority in the house of com- 
mons to anything but the most insignifi- 
cant minority in the United Kingdom 
on the government's policy, have been 
clearly expressed. We recognized the 
grievances of the outlanders and have 
said these grievances are not merely 
themselves a serious cause for interposi- 
tion, but are a source of danger to the 
•whole of South Africa. We say our pre- 
dominance is menaced by the action of 
the Transvaal in rsfusing to redress the 
gr.evDiu.es or give consideration to re- 
quests hitherto put in the most moderate 
language of a suzerain po\i er. We say 
that this state of things cannot be tol- 
erated. We have put our hands to the 
plough jnd won't draw back. With that 
statement I propose to rest content."

prises entered into in the United States. 
Thus the total number of new enter- 
prises launched in the first six months 
of this year was 116, against 107 in the 
last half of 1898. and 155 in the first 
half of 1898.

lead in new mill construction, and the 
number of new enterprises compares 
very favorably with, those of any' half 
year for a long time. 
The number of 


new enterprises in the north is consider- 
ably greater than that of the last half 
of 1898, but it is decidedly less than that 
of the first half of that year. 
North 


Carolina, as usual, leads the list of new 
enterprises, with a total of 33. • Georgia 
comes second, with a total of 2G. South 
Carolina and Virginia each show seven, 
Texas six, Rhode Island five, New York, 
Massachusetts and Tennessee four, Al- 
abama, Maine and Pennsylvania three, 
Mississippi, New Jersey and Louisiana 
two, 
Connecticut, Missouri, Maryland, 


New Hampshire and Vermont one each. 


The record of "enlargements and im- 


provements" shows up very favorably 
as compared with last year. 
The tex- 


tilo mills of this country are today run- 
ning full, almost without exception, and 
more now machinery has been ordered 
during the past six months than for a 
like period in many years. 
One result 


is that the various machine shops are 
enjoying a period of remarkable pros- 
perity, several of them being overrun 
with orders.

Situation Watched With Interest by 


Other Street Railway Corporation* 
and Labor Utalona All Over the 
3 


Country — No Such Boycott Ever 
Known In the East or Middle West. 
Unparalleled in the history of labor 


troubles is the boycott phase of the 
Cleveland trolley strike. Happily the 
bludgeon and dynamite stages appear 
to be past. A more peaceable, and 
certainly more effective, weapon has 
been Taken up by the strikers. They 
have applied the boycott to the lines 
on which the strike occurred. 
They 


have successfully applied it. No such 
ooycott was ever known in the east. 
No such boycott was ever known in 
the middle west. The only thing ap- 
proaching its deadly, paralyzing effect- 
iveness waa in Milwaukee some time 
ago, and the Milwaukee boycott was 
not so tight nor so lasting. How far 
reaching will be the outcome can bet- 
ter be understood when it is explained 
that both sides in the controversy ad- 
mit that street railway companies all 
over the country, from New York to 
San Francisco, and street railway em- 
ployees wherever the trolley is used, 
look on the struggle in Cleveland as 
one affecting their own material inter- 
ests. The strike is on the lines of the 
Cleveland Electric railway. 
There is 


another line here named the Cleveland 
City railway. The Cleveland Electric 
railway is known as the Big Consoli- 
dated. The Cleveland City railway is 
known as the Little Consolidated. 


A stranger coming to Cleveland finds 


his breath almost taken away by the 
intensity of the feeling and the com- 
pleteness of the boycott, says a corre- 
spondent of the New York Herald. He 
will see city councilmen wrangling in 
saloons over tiie merits of the strike. 
He will notice eminent clergymen 
shaking umbrellas in one another's 
faces on street corners as they argue 
it out. If by accident he rides on 
one of the boycotted cars and alights 
to get a cigar the dealer will probably 
.refuse to sell to him. Then he will 
learn that he is boycotted too. 
, I£ the stranger enters a shoe store, 
'as I did recently, he may see one of 
General Axline's Ohio national guards- 
men refused a pair of boots by the 
dealer because he is in Cleveland in 
obedience to the mayor's call to pro- 
tect property from mob violence. If 
tie goes into the hottest part of the 
strike district, he may see-a policeman 
refused a shave by a barber, and if he 
•waits around he may see the offend- 
ing barber dragged off to the station 
house t for violating the Ohio civil 
rights "act. This civil rights act was 
passed to insure the same treatment 
for colored men that white men re- 
ceive in barber shops, bars, hotels and 
theaters, but the police are arresting 
boycotters under it, amid howls of 
derision from the boycotters them-, 
selves, and are going to make a test of 
the law. This is one of the humorous 
sides of a very serious subject. 


But the newcomer will see more than 


this to make him wonder. He will see 
some street cars running absolutely 
empty and others running so full that 
passengers are standing on the side 
steps. The empty cars are those of 
the Big Consolidated. In other streets 
he will see only empty cars dashing 
along, with clanging gongs and under 
full headway, while the sidewalks are- 
crowded with men, women and chil- 
dren sweltering in the humid atmos- 
phere and many of them carrying 
heavy bundles. These pedestrians are 
the members of the "I Will Walk 
There Association" of Cleveland. They 
are either afraid to ride for fear of the 
boycott, or else they voluntarily walk 
in order to show that they think the 
men .are right and the trolley company 
wrong. 


Let the visitor go into still other 


streets, and he will behold another 
spectacle that has probably never had 
its duplicate in the United States. He 
will still- observe the cars running 
empty there—long, handsome cars, 
some of them capable of seating com- 
fortably 100 passengers. One car in 
four or five may have a passenger, but 
the chances are be will prove an old 
soldier or a Cleveland policeman. Toil- 
ing up these streets he will see slow 
going plow horses, drawing long farm 
•wagons and hucksters' carts. Along 
the sides of these vehicles can be read 
in black letters on white muslin: "Un- 
ion bus line. Don't ride in boycotted 
ca,rs. Fare, 5 cents." 


These wagons constitute the boycot- 


ters' opposition transportation lines. 
There are points in the city to which 
the Little Consolidated cars do not 
run, and the strike leaders are under- 
taking to transport the citizens if they 
will only keep off the cars of the boy- 
cotted road. They are doinc; it loo. 
Their improvised omnibuses are al- 
ways packed. Th'e passengers are for 
the roost part women. Not enough om- 
nibuses have been procured to haul all 
the men, so they walk. The driver is 
usually the owner of the team. The 
conductor is one of the strikers from 
the Cleveland electric railway. There 
he stands on the hanging rear step in 
his uniform collecting fares, 'making 
change, calling out the cross streets 
and scowling at the crews of the Big 
Consolidated cars as they go clanging 
by with their car. and empty seats. 


Then, again, wherever the stranger 


igoes he will find the spirit of war per- 
vasive. If he buys all the newspapers 
he will find some of them with Spanish 
American war headlines announcing 
"Another Dynamite Outrage,'; and 
others sagely observing that the com- 
pany, in orclei' to'keep the militia from 
being recalled, has set off another fire- 
cracker in its car?. He will seo the 
streets crowded in the morning with 
newsboys selling a daily paper edited 
and published by the strikers, and he 
will see that as the day wears away 
all these papers, to the number of 
40,000 copies, are sold. Ho may try to 
get photographers to take snap shots 
of the boycott scenes, but two photog- 
raphers out of three will say: "Not 
much! The strikers will sec me and 
say I am doing It .for Everett, and It 


* 
. _'J>' 
will all be up with me." The Everett 
mentioned Is the president of the Big 
Consolidated. 
It is possible to get 


any view of the strike in almost any 
walk of life. Cleveland is torn and 
rent by bitter factious. Talk is OB tap 
everywhere.

earu from 2T> cents to $1 a. day. The 
cars of the entire system run about 
30,000 miles a da/. The regular day 
traffic was about 100,000 passengers. 
President Everett says the Euclid ave- 
nue, Cedar avenue and Wade Park 
lines are carrying 50 per cent of the 
former traffic and the entire system 
about half of the 
former 100,000. 


Strikers say that not more than one 
passenger now rides where ten rode 
before the second strike. Before the 
strike the company ran 240 cars, of 
which 100 were trippers. It uow runs 
140 regular cars, and 38 of these are 
trippers. 


The boycott began to spread out into 


new and unexpected channels soon 
after it was started. Running of the 
omnibuses to accommodate the public 
was the first move. This is in itself 
an unusual feature. 
Nearly all the 


principal streets iu Cleveland start 
from tue public square, and this is the 
starting point for tjie buses. Here they 
end their trips and waii. to take a new 
load. Sometimes 20 or 30 of them are 
waiting in a bunch, and woe to the 
driver who lets his bus get into the 
track of a Big Consolidated car. 


Establishment of a daily paper 


called Toe Artisan was the next step 
of the boycott. This was done be- 
cause the morning newspapers 
o? 


Cleveland favored the railroad com- 
pany and denounced 
the 
disorder 


which marked the early days of'the 
strike. The paper has as its motto, 
"For the Weak Against the Strong; 
For the Right Against the Wrong." It 
is a saucy paper, with big headlines 
and cartoons, and it knows how to 
give and take hard blows. -It has a 
big circulation and is making money, 
and thus the regular morning papers 
of Cleveland are being boycotted. 


Originally aimed at the Big Consoli- 


dated company to keep the public off 
its cars, the boycott soon began to i ifc- 
clude all persons who worked for, 
patronized or sympathized with the 
company. It was like a river break- 
ing its banks in a spring flood. It soon 
overflowed the city and the suburbs. 
Strikers took the " names of persons 
who rode in the cars. Tlie houses of 
these persons were placarded at night 
with announcements that as they bad 
ridden in boycotted cars they were 
now boycotted themselves. 
Merchants 


in the neighborhood were visited and 
notified not to sell to the boycotted, 
persons who rode on the boycotted 
cars. If these merchants defied the 
boycott, they, in turn, were boycotted, 
and all citizens in their vicinity wer6 
asked to withhold tneir custom "from 
boycotted merchants, who sold to boy- 
cotted persons, who rode in boycotted 
cars." 


Cleveland has a police force of about 


200 patrolmen, and it is a poor police 
force at that, but it was large enough 
to cause the strikers annoyance, and 
the boycott was extended to the blue- 
coats. Any person who sold to a po- 
liceman anything, from a glass of beer 
to a peck of potatoes, was boycotted. 
A firm of clothiers got the contract to 
supply the company with a lot of new 
caps for nonunion men. 
It 
was 


promptly 
boycotted. 
A merchant 


named Decker supplied the company 
with blankets for nonunion men and 
was boycotted. 


A very large percentage of the popu- 


lation that had ridden in the Consoli- 
dated cars were soon 
wandering 


around from grocer to grocer seeking 
provisions in vain, and a considerable 
percentage of the "business men were 
down on their knees^ to the strike com- 
mittee seeking to have the boycott 
lifted. 
This has been done in many 


instances, but the conditions are 
known only to th'e contracting parties. 
Still the boycott extended. Mr. Ever- 
ett, president of the company,"is also 
interested in the Cuyahoga Telephone 
company, a new corporation started in 
opposition to the Bell company. A fine 
building was in course of erection in 
Cleveland for an exchange. The work- 
men struck through sympathy with the 
street car men and are still out. The 
telephone company was extending its 
lines throughout Ohio and had a large 
number of electricians and linemen 
employed. 
These also struck. 
Not- 


withstanding all these reverses, Mr. 
Everett is keeping firmly in his posi- 
tion. 


"The whole question at issue/' said 


he, "is whether we shall run our own 
property to suit the stockholders or 
turn it over to a labor union, the presi- 
dent of which is employed by the rival 
street car lines. Jt is a fight to the 
finish now. There can be no compro- 
mise. No matter how long the boycott 
lasts we cftnnot yield. We are going to 
manage our own business. Our stock- 
holders understand it. They say they 
would sooner forego dividends than be 
dictated 1« by a domineering labor un- 
ion. A systematic effort has been made 
to blow up our cars and murder our 
pnssengcrs and our new employees. 
We would better shut up the system 
than take back men who have resorted 
to such means as have been employed 
in Cleveland," 


As €or the life of the boycott, it bids 


fair to last indefinitely. The cars are 
carrying no more passengers than a 
.week or a few weeks ago.

In tw» <w 
three cas'es no alarms have been sent 
in on account of the inability of the 
person W.IIQ wished to do so to open the 
boxes. Superintendent Stedman has in- 
vestigated all such cases that have 
been reported , and has found that in 
every case the difficulty has been on the 
part of the person who tried to ring the 
alarm, who either through excitement 
or failure to use judgment has thought 
the key or the door to the box stuck 
when in reality it would have opened 
readily. In at Irast one case the ma.i 
who tried to ring the alarm had the 
box unlocked, but did not open the 
door, thinking that he had to turn the 
key clear around. 


It should be remembered that the 


key turns only a little over a quarter 
of the way around when the door is un- 
locked, and that there is nothing so 
very mysterious about opening one of 
them after all. The trouble seems to 
be that many people become confused 
through excitement, and do not stop to 
read, the directions. The firemen are 
frequently nskeil row an alarm should 
be turned in, and if every person would 
read the directions and see just what 
must be done before they ever have oc- 
casion to use the system, there would 
be less confusion in case of fire. It

"should be born in mind that the key, 
when once in the door and turned, is 
locked in so that it cannot be re- 
moved except by the chief of t-.e de- 
partment or superintendent of the sys- 
tem.
